Don't Jump From a 
Burning 
Build- 


ing—The Lost Arts of Childhood 


"In1 forty-nine out of every 
fifty 


cases where persons junrp from burn- 
ing buildings and are killed! or in- 
jured, they would be rescued if they 
waited until the arrival of the fire- 
men," said a member of the Ports- 
mouth department. 


"What persons should do if cut off 


from escape is to shut the door of the 
room in which they are and make for 


nearest window. The best way 


is "to crawl. There is always a space 
next the floor iwhere the air is good. 
Smoke always- rises. I don't care if 
a building is filled with dense smoke, 
a window can be reached by crawling 
and keeping the head close to the 
floor. Persons should get on the out" 
side of the" window. The room may 
be filled with fire, but it will take 
some time before the fire reaches 
them. Persons should 
wait 
until 


their clothes catch on fire before 
jumping. It is almost sure death to 
jump. 


"Burning buildings do not fall im- 


mediately. They are generally burn- 
ing at least half an hour before they 
begin to fall. Even if tie 'building 
does begin to fall, the portion where 
one isi may not fall. Of course, when 
persons are placed, in' great danger 
minutes seem like 'hours. The en- 
gines get to fires in the) majority of 
caste® within a few minutes after the 
alarm has been given. Another thing 
.hat I am reminded of is the fact of 
low few persons know the location of 
fire alarm) boxes nearest to their resi- 
dences, and how to give an alarm. 
Every one should familiarize himself 
with the location of the box and how 
.o turn in an alarm."

It was a mistaken, standpoint then, 
and it usually proves a 
mistaken 


standpoint still. The wiser point of 
view, 
which 
Eve's 
d-asoendantS, 


warned by her fatal blunder, should 
endeavor to cultivate, is "Why should 
I do it?" If we can bring home that 
point of view to thinking women in 
'reference to the very doubtful ques- 
tion of equal suffrage, and to think- 
ing men as .to giving the ballot to 
women, we shall leel that our object 
has been accomplUhed. 


"Why 
should women wish to vote?" 


The suffragists keep asking their sex 
why they shouldn't They tell them 
that ignorant men have a vote, and 
why shoutthTt they? That men who 
pay taxes %ave a vote, and why 
shouldn^ th«y? That a great many 
very estimable women want to vote, 
and why shouldn't they? They are 
so very intent upon their own way of 
looking at it that it really irritates 
them very much when ths average 
woman replies, "But why should 
we?" 
And yet that question and that 


standjwint are, we assert, more rea- 


of America are trying to work out 
their suffrage problem, and we believe 
they are quite as able" to do it as the 
women, and quite as much in earnest 
about it. If you will notice, not otfe 
of our great sta*esmen, our 
heroic 


social workers, our best thinkers has 
ever seriously advocated equal suf- 
frage aa a help toward political bet- 
terment. Even those of them who 
believe1, tb erratically' In some amount 
of equal suffrage, do not urge it. The 
suffragists are fond of quoting Abra- 
ham Lincoln and President Roosevelt 
oa equal suffragists but no one who 
has studied the career of either of 
those two is able to find any occasion 
•when unrestricted equal suffrage was 
urged or even, earnestly advised by 
either-of them as .a present need of 
public policy. On the other hand, 
such ' workers and thinkers as Felix i 
Adler and Lyman^Abbott and Edward 
Everett Hale are outspoken against 
unrestricted suffrage; because, hav- 
ing studied social and municipal con- 
ditions all Jheir livee, and worked 
hard to better them, they believe that 
equal suffrage would 
be a 
positive 


evil. It would have, they say, three 
great drawbacks—it would be an in- 
different vote, an easily corrupted 
vote, and a vote that lacked power to 
enforce itself. To load a vote of this 
kind upon, the struggling shoulders of 
our great cities today would be to 
block progress indefinitely, increase 
electioni expenses immeasurably, and 
dishearten every thoughtful worker 
for political betterment.

should have a vote she must also be- 
lieve, deeply and 
thoroughly, 
that 


every ether woman in America, black 
and white 
immigrant and native, 


should have a vote. That is the es- 
sential doctrine of 
equal 
suffrage. 


That is what "equal" suffrage means.

Through his influence she is soon re- 


moved to the infirmary, where she Is 
allowed to assist the nurses in their 
hospital work. Here again the prince 
comes to tell her of the failure of her 
appeal, and later she is sent with oth- 
ers to Siberia. It is three years since 
her arrest, and the untiring efforts of 
the prince in her behalf are somewhat 
rewarded by the gradual softening of 
the woman's hardened spirit 


Easter is again about to dawn when 


Prince Neck'iludoff joins the convoy 
and tells Maslova she is free. 
He 


learns from Simonson, one of the ex- 
iles, of his love for Maslova and his 
desire to make her his wife. The prince 
asks Maslova if she returns this love. 
At first she says yes, but later ac- 
knowledges her untruth and a\ows her 
deep love for the prince. Here is his 
opportunity to atone, and again he of- 
fers to marry her.

I suppose if a man could sit astride of 
the projectile of a thirteen inch gun he 
would feel about as I and my assistant 
did on a recoid making trip the other 
day. You look straight ahead, intent 
only ou the road that lies directly in 
front, aud yet somehow your eyes man- 
ago to take in the general effect of the 
country as you pass it. And the result? 
You are intensely cold from passing 
through the air at such a high rate of 
speed. And. you are hungry—oh, how 
hungry! I wonder how much a gor- 
inaud would pay for the appetite of a 
man just in iiom a record breaking 
flight of the automobile. 


Rushing thtough space at record 


speed, one keeps the steering bar as 
delicately poised between the fingers 
as if it -were a living thing—a soul. 
Indeed, it is the soul of the machine. 
It must be held always as true as the 
edge of a die.

culture.

All the blood in the body comes to the 
lungs about every two minutes to be 
purified by coming in contact with the 
air. When it is circulated'through the 
body by exercise, it becomes laden 
with impurities, which we call carbon 
dioxide, which it passes out into the 
air.

into use to purify the increased amount 
of blood that is forced to the lungs by 
exercise, then it must return on its 
next jouni<»y through the body in au 
impure state.

The mistake made by nearly all 


physical culture teachers up to date 
is that they have failed to recognize 
the fact that a perfect body and perfect 
health nro synonymous. One is impos- 
sible without the other. 


Another important thing in physical 


culture seems to have been lost'sight 
of, and that is the strengthening and 
developing of the vital center system. 
Taking the lungs as a strength central 
office, the same as the brain is for a

The marshal'* 
order was ghcn in u spirit of jest, for 
he had already wal'iiod Jack to behave 
himself or leave town and kne*,v his 
order would be obeyed unless Jnek got 
drunker than usual. lUit tho Kid ac- 
cepted the command as genuine and 
prepared to make the arrest. In tho 
meanwhile Jack had boon told that tho 
'kid deputy' was coming to nnoit him, 
nnd ho declared his intention of giving 
snid kid such n spanking ns ho had 
never received from his uiother. 


"Half an hour Inter Flndi walked 


Into Ilnni Bell's saloon nnd stopping up 
to Texas Jack demanded the surrender 
of his shooting Irons. Jack failed to 
understand tho look In the mild KHIJ' 


i eye of the boy, but readied out Ms 
, hiindbn n« though to execute the prom- 
' toed Rnnnklng. when a quick, shnip re- 


port of ft Blx shooter and Texan .lack 
| lind crossed the divide. For thN Pinch 
. wns nt once arraigned before the local 
j Judge and promptly acquitted without 


further ceremony."

My heart seemed in 
my mouth. I-censed breathing. In a 
few seconds more the ghost fled direct- 
ly over the spot where I was standing. 
One foot struck where my feet stood, 
arid I could hoar the labored breathing 
of the invisible thing. 


"I know now that some one perhaps 


hundreds of years ago had received a 
groat fright in that place, ,and ti'o 
ghost traversed the exact route taken 
by-the living man. Our spirits are nl- 
wavs striving to return to evorj spot 
our bodies have carried them and some- 
times <lo return while wo aie lit ing 
When they are liberated by death, they

I fought 
around and around the room, and ail 
the time those tlsmiay fingers held ir.e 
In a vjsehko grip. 


"I tried to cry out. My hands boat at 


tlio ghosrly hands nt iny throat, nnd I 
wns rapidly becoming exhausted. Ev- 
ery second seemed an age. I lived r.n 
eto.-nlty every minute, and yet I had 
no hope of being able to release myself. 
My whole frame shook like an aspen 


heart grew heavy as load. Yet the only J M*^ *,H*1^ ^"^".l *l°?*l 
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sound to break the unearthly stillness 
of the night was my own scuttling and 
gasping. 


"This fight against an invisible spirit 


kept up until I reached the open door. 
With one terrific lunge I threw myself 
at the opening and carried myself and 
my gho.stly adversary into tho open air.! 
As 1 passed through the door the fin-' 
gers slipped fioni my throat. I had 
won the fight, but I never shall forgot 
it nor bo entirely able, I fear, to deter-, 
mine why I was attacked. 
[ 


"I l»ne always found most ghosts 


to be friendly.' 0" several occasions I 
have met them nt seances nnd have 
conversed with them. There is a great 
deal of humbug in seances, for often 
tho ghost is no less a spirit man than 
the medium, a charlatan dressed in 
white. I had my doubts about tho 
reality of a ghost I ouoo saw, but 
proved without a shadow of a doubt its 
genuineness. This I did by having it 
materialize before mo. The materiali- 
sation of a specter is n physical fact. 


"When I asked that this particular 


ghost take his -visible form before mo 
I at onco noticed on the floor a lumi- 
nous patch about four foet iu diameter. 
It gradually grow into a column ot 
mist} light until it stood se\en feet 
tali. It quivered as if stirred by a gen- 
tle breoxo. grow denser and assumed 
the form of a human Ixnng. When the 
transformation was complete I asked, 
'Are you a spirit?' 


" 'I am a spirit,' answered tho ghost j 


as it put out one hand and claspod 
mine. Its (lagers wore as solid as mine, 
but wore as cold as the grave. 1 
pressed the specter's hand as I would 
that of a friend and received a respon- 
sive pressure. 


" 'What is the nature of the life yo<i 


now icadV I asked. 


" 'The same as when I was alive,' an- 


swered (ho ghost, 


" 'You are alive then in spirit formV 


I asked. 


" Must tho same as when in the 1m- 


man bndv.' said tho ghost in a voio" 
gradually growing squeaKy and unlin 
manlike. 


"I talked in this wise for more than 


tvo minutes, when the ghost bade nio 
goodby and with a shiver vanished. 
Once I saw a Khost that existed in visi- 
ble fr,~m for lour minutes and another 
th.it fasted for throe minutes. They 
cannot retain their physical form for a 
longer period. Tho vibrations of light 
dissipate the tenuous body, hence tho 
reason ghosts are seen in tho dark.''

the women of Massachusetts, where 
t was found that less than four per 
cent of them desired it; and no politi- 
cal tasks should be imposed on wo- 
men who are unwilling to take thenu 
The instincts ot women in this mat- 
ter are wiser than the arguments of 
political' theorists. Political functions 
are important, but there are other 
functions even more important; and 
womiem are 
right 
in thinking that 


they can serve the comlmunity bet- 
ter by leaving political responsibili- 
ties to men and devoting themselves 
to other and even more Important 
services for human good. 


Is not suffrage already sufficiently 


extended in this country? Perhaps 
this right is given! too freely. Po- 
litical reform lies rather in restric- 
tion than extension. There is too 
much ignorance at the polls now. In- 
deed, it is one of our greatest perils. 
Why adcl to it a large body of un- 
educated 'Women, not better informed 
and no less liable to bribing than 
their fathers or brothers? 


When we are fully persuaded that 


New Hampshire is Incompetent or un" 
able to take care of its political in- 
terests1 without us, it may be 
our 


duty to lend a hand; till then we hope 
the legislature now in session at Con" 
cord, will give a quietus to the mat- 
ter, at least for the present
